St. Thomas, Ont., Feb. 15.—Speak¬

store of Mitchell an^ Duncan, 
limited, ut 6.30 this morning, and 
decamped with two trays of rings, 
valued between $1,500 and $2,000. The 
raid gave every evidence of having 
been carefully planned, and executed 
with a full knowledge of the move¬ 
ments of the police. 

The Discovery. 

C unstable Bishop, on that beat 
until 6.30 o'clock this morning, passed 
the premises at the northwest cor¬ 
ner of Broad and View Streets at 
6.27 a. m., nnd all was then in order. 
Constable Bishop proceeded up Broad 
Street to meet his relief man, Con- 
stahlo Hutchison at 6.30 a. m. En¬ 
gineer Saddler, of the .Belmont 
Block, passed the store window 
shortly before 6.45 a. m., and found 
that a window was broken, and one 
ring lying on the ground. The 
engineer turned in the alarm at 
once. 

It is highly probable that the raid 
was conducted by more than one 
man, and that one of tho party fol¬ 
lowed Constable Bishop as he made 
his final round, seeing him depart 
safely out of the area that was to be 
attacked. The robbery was executed 
with dispatch and great neatness, 
having been effected In less than 
seventeen minutes, and probably In 
five. 

A small T-shaped cut was made in 
the glass with a diamond, at the bot¬ 
tom,of the westerly window on View 
Street. A wet towel was used to 
moisten the glass previous to cutr 
ting, an dthls towel was spread out 
on the ground to catch any of the 
pieces of glass that fell. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact most of the glass fell In¬ 
side the window. 

Two Trays of Rings. 

The window was fronted with 
heavy plate glass, in which now 
stands a hole or irregular shape, and 
some 12 Inches In effective width. 
Two trays of rings were taken, there 
being forty rings to the tray, or 
eighty rings in all. The lowest value 
of these is placed at some $15, while 
some ran as high as $50 In value, j 
Signet rings and small diamonds 
made up the collection, which is esti-> 
mated at between $1,6,06 to $2,000. 
Other articles of value were in the 
window but not within the reach of 
the breach made at tho bottom of 
the pane. 

The burglars were lucky In their 
operations, but unlucky In their 
choice, for nny of the other windows 
would have yielded much more 
valuable booty It is stated. The 
cream of the valuable jewelry is 
locked in the vault at night. 

A Corresponding Case. 

The detectives ure working on the 
case, though no description nor cluo 
as to perpetrators of the burglary 
has yet been obtained. The robbery 
will recall a similar one that took 
place at the lyemises of W. H. Wll- 
kerson on Government Street some 
time ago. In the Wllkerson robbery 
one man was responsible, and he 
smashed the window in the door way 
with a stone, muffled with a thick 
knitted sock. The Wllkerson rob¬ 
bery was effected at night, when a 
gal? was sweeping over the city. 

The robbery this morning, on the 
other hand, was made in daylight, in 
the centre of tho city at that hour, 
and by methods that were far more 
in line with professional robbery 
than in the former case. 


London, Feb. 15.—Michael Collins, head of the Irish Free State 
Provisional Government, has obtained the release of fifteen of the 
Ulster Unionists recently kidnapped, it was announced in the 
House of Commons to-day by Winston Churchill, Secretary for the 
Colonies. 

Mr. Collins hoped that more of the prisoners would be liberated 
during the day, the Secretary added. 

Mr. Churchill sai dthat at his suggestion Premier Craig of 
Ulster and Mr. Collins had agreed to the appointment of impartial 
commissions who would go to the border area, ascertain the facts 
and keep in close touch with each other in. order to allay, if possible, 
the great apprehension existing on both sides of the border at the 
action being taken on the other side. 

Belfast Disorders. 

Belfast, Feb. 15.—After a period of 
quiet lasting several hours, disorders 
again broke out in this city at 3 
o'clock this afternoon, when shoot¬ 
ing began in the Stanhope Street 
area, near the Victoria Barracks.

Bishop of Columbia Delivers Pastoral Charge to Synod 
at Opening To-day; Favors Marriage Ceremonies in 
Church Buildings. 


“That one among us is a pessimist who, looking out over the 
world at the present time, can see no hopeful signs.” said the 
Bight Rev. C. D. Schofield in the opening words of his charge this 
morning to the clergy and lay delegates assembled in Christ Church 
Cathedral schoolroom for the twenty-second meeting of the Angli¬ 
can Synod of the Diocese of British Columbia — • 
tinued, “we are not yet living in a world 
regenerated persons or nations. 


True,” he con- 
composed wholly of 
There are many and terrible 
I anxieties and injustices still. Con- 
| ditlons and widespread suffering in 
Russia, distress and confusion in 
China, the disturbed circumstances 
of India and Egypt, keep thoughtful 
people watchfully serious and alertly 
determined upon rendering con¬ 
structive help wherever possible. Yet 
facing all these awful matters there 
Is hope. Everywhere effort is being 
put forth to grapple with the prob¬ 
lems.” 

The Bishop spoke sympathetically 
of the prevailing unemployment, ahd 
added. "Where before governments 
and individuals would shrug their 
shoulders and cry out, 'It is none of 
our concern.* to-day unemployment 
commands the attention not only of 
our government^ but of the business 
world. as well.” 11s appealed 
specially on behalf of suffering Rus¬ 
sia, stating that he felt it beyond 
question to be incumbent upon every 
Christian community to take the 
fullest possible share in providing 
aid. 

Importanoe of Pseifie. 

In rdkerriug to the awakening of 
the Pacific, the Bishop said he 
thought that It will not be a great 

while -before largo nufnbers of our 
fellow citizens from tile home centre 
of the Empire will be knocking at 
our doors. The tide of immigration 
will surely set in again.” "Let us 
strive with all our power." he 
urged? "to meet the foolish inoney- 
loving. money-spending materialism 
which so commonly accompanies 
such periods, by a steady, faithful 
adherence to those spiritual values, 
including the right use of Sunday, 
which alone can serve as the beacon 
light for men of character. Let it 
be our earnest endeavor so to com¬ 
mend the message and life of the 
Master that its pgwer may every¬ 
where be. made to tell In the up¬ 
building of this coming expansion." 

Church Unity. 

In speaking of the adoption of the 
Lambeth Appeal for Unity by the 
General Synod of the Anglican 
Church in Canada, the Bishop ex¬ 
pressed his opinion that the appeal 
was still far from being rightly pre¬ 
sented or understood by many. "Its 
great central conception of ad¬ 
vancing the cause of Unity by a 
reciprocal enlargement of each 
other's ministries on the part of the 
separated sections of (^hrist’s body, 
according to the demands of each 
corporate conscience, will yet be 
recognized and approved.” 

New Prayer Book. 

The Anglican Church will use tho 
revised Book of Common Prayer as 
Its official prayer book from Easter, 
the Bishop declared, and urged that 
copies be purchased as soon as avail¬ 
able. "While few can be entirely 
happy regarding the revision, all

BANK OF MONTREAL 
SHAREHOLDERS GIVE 
MERGER APPROVAL 


Reparations Commission to 
Fix 1922 Total 

Allied Finance Ministers Are 
to Meet . 


Montreal, Feb. 15.—The Bank of 
Montreal shareholders at a meet¬ 
ing here to-day ratified the propo¬ 
sition placed before them by the 
board of directors to take over the 
Merchants’ Bank of Canada. 

The meeting also sanctioned an 
increase in the capital atock of 
the Bank of Montreal, of not more 
than 60,000 shares, as may be 
necessary to enable th* exchange 
to be carried out, according to the 
terms of the purchase. 


Paris, Feb. 15.—The British Gov¬ 
ernment is understood to have ac¬ 
cepted the French proposal that the 
Reparations Commission fix the 
umomit to be paid by Germany in 
1922 ami thut the Finance Ministers 
meet to decide on the basis of 
division of the payments among the 
Allies.

Ex-Alderman George 
Sangster nor Ex-Alderma’n W. J. 
JSargent will be a candidate in the 
civic by-election, March 2. 

There probably will be no neces¬ 
sity for a racing plebiscite, as the 
British Columbia Agricultural Asso¬ 
ciation directors intend to call off 
plans for a race meet here this year. 

Ex-Alderman W. F. Fullerton is 
the only candidate who has entered 
the field so far In the contest to fill 
Arthur Lineham’s seat. 

No general attempt will be made 
by the “Old Guard” to re-establish 
Itself at tho City Hall. 

The City Council will meet in I 
special session Friday afternoon to 
fix March 2 as the by-election date, 
and to correct legal errors which it 
made in first arranging for tho poll. 

These were to-day's developments, 
in the city’s political situation created 
by the Council's decision to hold a 
by-election, and to submit a plebis¬ 
cite on horse racing "to the electors. 
Sangster Out of Race. 

"I have decided definitely not to 
run." Mr. Sangster announced to Tho 
Times to-day, and added that he 
would give out a statement when he 
returned from the country to-mor¬ 
row. explaining his reasons for re¬ 
maining out of the present contest. 
Mr. Sangster declared that there was 
no real necessity for an election at 
the present time anyway. 

"My Idea is that an election should 
not be held." he said. "Then men 
can surely run the city for the rest 
of the year. As a -matter of fact, I 
have always held that the Council, as 
at present constituted, isjLco. large 
anyway. Tho-clty miafitweTl save 
the money needed to ply the cost of 
a by-election ” * 

Mr. Sangster Intimated that the 
decision of the Council not to make 
a grant to the Agricultural Associa¬ 
tion this year and its failure to de¬ 
cide itself whether racing should be 
alleged here or not had disgusted 
him. “I have no wish to sit in the 
Council under present conditions,” he 
said. "I deplore the attitude of the 
Council on the racing question. My I 
objection is that the Mayor and al-I 
dermen failed to make a decision on 
the matter themselves instead of re¬ 
ferring it to the people. Men who 
ha.vn't courage enough to vote on a 
question of this kind have no right 
to sit in the Council, to my mind.” 

“While this will be up to the dl- j 
rectors of the Agricultural Associa- i 
tion, who will meet to-morrow, I ex - ' 
pect that the Association will decide 
not to hold racing here this year 
anyway, regardless of the decision of 
the electors at the plebiscite. I feel 
personally that it is hopeless for us 
to try to make a big success of our i 
work while the Council adopls its 
present attitude towards us and re¬ 
fuses us financial assistance. If the 
directors decide to call off the race 
meet planned there will be no ne¬ 
cessity for a plebiscite on the ques¬ 
tion—if indeed there was any ne 
cessity in the first place. So far as 
I am concerned there will be no 
horse racing.” 

Sargent to Stay Out. 

Mr. Sangster’s statement was fol¬ 
lowed closely by announcements 
from Ex-Aldermen Sargent and An¬ 
dros that they would not try at tills 
time to re-enter civic public life. 

*1 have not Intention of running. I 

"I am enjoying the rest from City 
Hall work,” Mr. Sargent explained, 
have been happier since my defeat 
at the last election than for years 
previously,"

It is said the district attorney has 
the name of another man who heard 
tho fatal shot. He refused to stale 
what his opinion about this man is, 
but he has detectives investigating 
him.

22,000 ANIMALS 

KILLED IN BRITAIN 
BECAUSE OF DISEASE 


Fredericton, N. B., Feb. 15.— 
Thursday. March 2. is the date 
tentatively set for the opening of 
the session of the New Brunswick 
Legislature. 


Stockholm, Feb. 15.—Tho Baltic 
Sea has been converted into an iso -1 
lated lake owing* to the closing of 
the Cattegat and the Sound by ice.; 

Five steamships, including tho 
Thule from London with twenty-six 
passengers, are held fast in a dan-| 
gerous position off the Vinfea Light¬ 
house, while other vessels caught by , 
the pack off the Swedish West Coast 
bring the total of blocked-In craft to 
well above a score. 

The pack Ice which is blockuding 
the Swedish coast is of enormous 
thickness, and tho wind is continuing 
to prbss th* ice against tho shore, 
increasing the danger for the ship# 
caught in the pack. Two steamships 
alreadysbave foundered, their plates 
having been crushed in by the ice. 
The crews escaped to other vessels. 

The 3500-ton Danish freighter 
Tranquebar, from Galveston and Nor- j 
folk for Copenhagen, and more than' 
twenty other vessels are Imperilled. 
Ice-breakers which ordinarily would 
go to tho rescue of the imprisoned 
craft are themselves stuck fast in 
the Ice. 

Supplies For Russians. 

London, Feb. 15.—The closing of 
the Baltic by the ice belt will not In- 
terefer with the American relief 
activities in Russia, according to’ 
American relief headquasters here. 
Anticipating the freeze-up. tho ad¬ 
ministration created reservoirs *of 
supplies within Russia adequate for 
feeding 2 . 000,000 persons until the 
middle.of April. 

Four American famine relief car¬ 
goes are Icebound in the Elbe, but 
fifteen Ships, bearing nearly 100,000 
tons of corn, are beginning to arrive 
at Black Sea ports. 

The main difficulty from now on. 
officials say. is likely to be the clear¬ 
ing of the ports of entry. Shipments 
are beginning to arrive in such quick; 
succession that it is doubtful whether 
Interior transportation facilities can i 
keep the railheads clear.

Model of Harbor Bottom Re 
moves All Fears; Start 
Installation 


Vancouver, Feb. 15. — Geological 
men held forth at thla morning's sea- j 
aion of the British Columbia Dlvi- 1 
eion of the Canadian Institute of 
Mining and Metallurgy.

Fears that the formation, of the 
Inner Harbor bottom on the site St 
the new Johnson Street Bridge was 
such that one of the bridge piers 
might slip from its position and 
cause a disaster have been set at 
rest by investigations Just completed 
by City Engineer F. M. Preston. 

Excavations of mud on the bridge 
site have revealed a curious ledge of 
rock on the harbor bottom just at 
the point where one of the cement 
•>lers is to be Installed. The ledge 
is in such a 'position that' a portion 
of the pier will rest upon It and the 
rest upon the main surface some 
twenty feet lower down. Last week 
workmen completed the difficult 
work of removing« all mud and 
hardened deposits- from the bed rock 
of the bottom and the exact forma¬ 
tion of the rock was revealed for tho 
first time. 

Mr. Preston was not satisfied, how¬ 
ever, to proceed until ho was ab¬ 
solutely certain that the formation 
was such that the bridge pier would 
be firmly anchored in place. In 
order to see exactly with what dif¬ 
ficulties he had to contend Mr. 
Preston had a clay model of the har¬ 
bor' bottom built. This model, some 
four feet in length shows every ledge 
and hollow in tlie rock on the bridge 
site and makes it clear that in¬ 
stallation of the last bridge pier 
without blasting operations will be 
safe und practicable. 

Start Cement Work. 

"We have decided that there is no 
danger whatever now that we have 
seen the exact formation of the rock 
and we shall proceed Monday to 
build the cement pier," Mr. Preston 
said to-day. "The shape of the rock 
is such that the pier will be safely 
a’nchored on the big ledge and the 
flat bottom below it.” 

Practicully all steel required by the! 
Canadian Bridge Company to instull 
the highway superstructure of the 
new’ viaduct has arrived in Victoria. 
It is expected that the Company will 
commence actual installation early 
next month.

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M.P.’S DISCUSSED 
INDIAN SITUATION 

British Commoners Expressed 
Views on Gandhi Movement 

Lohdon, Feb. 15.—An amendment in 
the House of Commons to the address 
in reply to the speech from the 
throne, censuring the administration 
of India and, in the name of the large 
body of "Conservatives, deprecating 
Secretary Montagu's policy in try¬ 
ing to convert India according to Lib¬ 
eral and home rule ideas, was re¬ 
jected by a vote of 248 to 64 last night. 

Sir William Joynson-flieks. who 
moved the amendment, argued that 
it was far better to give India a good, 
thoughtful; autocratic government 
than a bad government based on free¬ 
dom. He sarcastically referred to Mr. 


Montagu, Secretary for India, as a 
most populdr man among the Indian 
extremists, and severely blamed the 
Government for allowing too much 
freedom to Gandhi, who, he asserted, 
ought to have “been arrested two 
years ago. 

Anxiety. 

Mr. Montagu, replying, frankly ad¬ 
mitted that conditions in India were 
causing the gravest anxiety, and that 
the unrest had partly growh out of 
legislation recently adopted by the 
House of Commons, but It was largely 
the result of the growth of race con¬ 
sciousness, which Had been evidenced 
throughout'the world since the war. It 
was unfortunately imjK>ssible to keep 
the world in watertight compart¬ 
ments. 

Another cause for the trouble, for 
which he could not be. held responsi¬ 
ble, was the existing conditions. In¬ 
dia was highly taxed anri/very poor, 
and the only remedy was to develop 
India’s agricultural and industrial 
resources and make the people richer. 

His friendship with Gandhi, the 


Secretary said, ceased after he had 
become aware that Gandhi’s activi¬ 
ties were dangerous. A few days ago 
he learned that the Indian Govern¬ 
ment had issued orders for Gandhi’s 
arrest. Then came the dramatic 
change in the situation. The pro¬ 
ceedings against Gandhi were sus¬ 
pended when the campaign of civil 
disoliedicvnco ceased. 

"If the Indian people are under 
the mistaken idea that we are con¬ 
templating retreat from India and 
make impossible demands, challenge 
ing-the British Empire," declared the 
Secretary, "they will find that the 
most determined people in the world 
will answer their challenge with the 
utmost vigor. On the other hand, if 
the Indian people will believe in our 
good faith and accept the offer al¬ 
ready made, they will find, that the 
Empire will give them liberty, not 
Uncense; freedom, not anarchy— 
peace and the fulfillment of the best 
destiny that the future can possibly 
offer." 

While admitting that there waa 


much in the situation in India justi¬ 
fying grave concert, Premier Lloyd 
George deprecated alarm, and ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that the situation 
"was well within the compass of our 
strejigth." 

It was a question meriting Investi¬ 
gation by Parliament, as well .as the 
Government, In order to ascertain the 
rehi causes of unrest and not to lose 
the sense of proportion.

ELEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE DIRECTORS OF 


The Canada National Fire Insurance Company 


To the Shareholders; 

It Is with pleasure that your Directors beg to present for your consider¬ 
ation their Eleventh Annual Report, as well as the Statement of Assets and 
Liabilities and Revenue and Expenditure Accounts for the year ending De¬ 
cember 31st, 1921, duly certified by the Company's Auditors. 

You ^Directors arc indeed gratified to be able to report that substantial 
progress was made during the year, and that notwithstanding the fact that 
the year was, for the fire insurance business generally, an unfavorable 
one, this Company experienced in many respects the best year since its in¬ 
ception. _ ^ 

In the previous year, values of stocks and materials continued to climb 
until the high peak was reached, when prices began to fall in the latter 
months of the year. The natural result was a material increase in the 
volume of insurance with its resultant gain in premium income. In the clos¬ 
ing months of 1920 and continuing throughout the entire period of 1921, 
prices of commodities in general kept declining, and this. In conjunction 
with a widespread depression in business, not only contributed to a material 
falling-off in the amount of fire insurance written in Canada, but greatly 
Increased the moral hazard. In other words, the year 1921 was regarded as 
a very trying and unprofitable year for fire companies. 

In view of these conditions, there is ample reason for congratulation 
that this Company passed safely through such critical times and enjoyed a 
large measure of prosperity. 

After a period of inactivity, beginning with 4he War and extending up to 
the close of the year 1920, it was confidently expected that the year 1921 
would witness a revival in building operations throughout the Dominion. 
While there was an increase in the number of dwellings constructed, as com¬ 
pared with the previous year, the aggregate building operations in 1921 fell 
far short of those in the preceding year, Bind when contrasted with the 
figures covering a considerable period prior to the War, the totals are rela¬ 
tively very much smaller and make a rather unfavorable comparison. 

Under present business conditions, with industrial inactivity, there is 
not the same pressing demand for construction of large manufacturing 
plants, but it is conceded that, in most of our large cities there is an acute 
shortage in office and housing accommodation. Consequently, it is antici¬ 
pated that, during the present year, with the prices of building materials 
considerably reduced, and with more efficient labor with its more^moderate 
demands, there will he a large increase in building operations over that of 
the last few years. This will give additional stimulus to business in general 
and furnish a large amount of new fire Insurance. 

In the past year, the Company extended its business by opening up In 
the Province of Quebec and entering the British Isles. It was felt by your 
Directors that this was a wise move and in the interest of the business, and 
the results to date have been very encouraging. Your Directors have reason j 
to believe that the business secured in Great Britain will grow rapidly from 
year to year, and will result in substantial profits for the Company. 

The volume of business written by the Company in all its fields in 1921, 
amounted to $28,980,702.00, an increase of $2,616,458 over 1920, being the 
largest amount so far written by the Company in any single year. With the 
extension of the business into new fields, and with a return to more active 
and prosperous times, your Directors confidently believe that substantial 
sains in premium income will be experienced from year to year. 

The gross premium income on 1921 business was $340,392.82, a gain of 
D2,220.86 over the previous year. Re-insurance premiums amounted to 
$110,282.43. Gross insurance in force at the close of 1921 was $40,300,613.00. 
showing a substantial increase of $3,468,717.00. Premiums on this business 
amounted to $554,832.17, a gain of $27,082.94 over the 1920 figures. Re-insur- 
ince in force at December 31st, 1921, totalled $12,155,288.00, an increase of 
ft.530.139.00, while the premiums thereon amounted to $153,402.96. Net 
, insurance in force at Defembor 31st, 1921, reached\the large total of $28,- 
205,325.00, showing a gain of $1,983,578.00 over last year’s figures. 

Mention has already been made in the report to some of the causes 
ghich contributed to the unusually large fire waste in the Dominion in 1921 
in making comparisons with the results of previous years. It might be of 
interest, in view of the important bearing which these unusual conditions 
lad on the operations of fire companies last year, to briefly enlarge upon 
‘.his point. 

It was anticipated early in the year that, owing to a general decline in 
prices of nearly all commodities, accompanied by an acute business depres- 
lion, the year would be an unusually trying and hazardous one for the .fire 
•ompigiies. Reports which have already been received, prove that these 
’ears were well founded, showing as they do, in most cases, a material fal^R 
jig-off in the volume of business written, compared with that of the jpre- 
rious year, as well as a considerable increase in the fire-loss ratio. 

While the final returns of all the Fire Companies doing business in 
Tanada in 1921 are not yet available, it is estimated that their aggregate 
>remium income will show a reduction of from ten to fifteen per cent., and 
their average fire-loss ratio about fifteen to twenty per cent, in excess of 
lie 1V20 figures. 

Your Directors are indeed pleased to report an Increase for the year In, 
jet premium income of $27,367.40, with a moderate loss-ratio of 42.73 per 
:ent. v 

In the last Annual Report of the Directors, it was pointed out that 
•lie loss-ratio had reached the very low level of 32.82 per cent., and this 
vas in comparison with an average loss-ratio of 58.19 per cent, for a period 
>f fifty-one years, 1869-1919, inclusive, for all fire companies operating in 
Canada. Now. while this was the lowest record yet reached by the Com¬ 


pany and showed up well In comparison with the average record of other 
companies, as already pointed out, the fire-loss ratio of this Company for 
1921, while higher than in the preceding year, will stand out well in com¬ 
parison with the average loss-ratio of all the companies operating in Can¬ 
ada during the same period. In view of the unusually heavy losses sus¬ 
tained by many of the companies last year, there is, therefore, much reason 
for congratulation at the comparatively low loss*ratlo experienced by this 
Company. * p 

More than usual care and discretion were exorcised in the Underwriting 
Department of the Company, in view of the fact that it was a particularly 
hazardous year for the fire insurance business, and while a much larger 
volume of business could have been written during the year, undesirable 
and doubtful risks were carefully avoided, and special attention was given 
to securing the best possible class of risks. Your Directors desire to draw 
attention to the efficiency shown in the Underwriting Department, as they 
realize that an aggressive yet cautious and conservative policy in this De¬ 
partment is most essential for the success bf the Company. 

If you will refer to the Financial Statement, you will observe that the 
Company’s assets are comprised to a huge extent of Mortgage Loans, 
amounting to $1,593,306.86. an increase of $32,775,25. These funds have' been 
loaned upon the security of Improved farm and city property, and it is de¬ 
serving of especially favorable comment that in a year of money stringency 
and business depression, the puyments of interest and principal were so 
well met. and in this respect, showed even a better record than that of the 
previous year. ' . „_ A

The total net revenue for 
1921 was $396,218.13, compared with $370,290115 in 1920 and $337,190.6$ in 1.19. 

After providing for all management expenses. Dominion Government 
reserve, taxes, interest, fire losses, depreciation, written off. 
fixtures and sundry other charges there remained net profits or $138,084.18. 
A dividend on the capital stock, at the rate of six per cent, per annum,

former years. 

Your Directors desire to express their gratitude to the Officers and 
Staff for their loyal and efficient services rendered during the pust year, 
and they wish to record their appreciation for'the splendid business secured 
by the numerous Agents of the Company, ant) for the careful attention to 
and supervision of business in their respective territories by the Inspectors 
of the Company. With the full co-operation and untiring efforts of this 
large agency force, your Directors look forward with assurance to another 
successful year's business.

MURDER CHARGE

suburb of the city January* 6, with 
six bullet holes in the head. 

Father Delorme. who had been 
under police guard all day. was taken 
into custody last night after a coro¬ 
ner's jury had found him criminally 
responsible for his brother's death. 

The long-missing will of the stu¬ 
dent, who took out $25,000 Insurance 
at the alleged direction of the 
! clergyman just four days before his 
death, wa* found yesterday and dis¬ 
closed that the Rev. Delorme was 
chief heir of the estate. 

The jury stood 11 to 1. 

The abbe appeared to be unmoved 
by the finding, and walked off 
briskly to the automobile in which 
he was taken to headquarters. 

The case has excited enormous in¬ 
terest in Canada. From the outset 
the Rev. Delorme has been in the 
public eye. He first attracted atten¬ 
tion by offering a reward of $10,000 
for the capture of his brother's as¬ 
sassin. Later he issued statements to 
the newspapers, in which he denied 
the allegations people were making 
against him. He telephoned the 
| Attorney-General and Premier of the 
Province at Quebec and demanded 
that the inquest, several times ad¬ 
journed, he continued, so that his 
name would'be cleared. 

The body of young Delorme was 
found at Snowden Junction, a lonely 
suburb of Montreal. It had been 
thrown on the snow near a shack. 
The hands were tied with twine.

The original design for the popu-' 
lar poster "Follow the Birds to Vic¬ 
toria" was engraved at the time, and 
is now published to accompany an 
article on the gull by a Dominion 
official charged with the administra¬ 
tion of the Migratory Birds Act in 
this Province. 

The article is as follows: 

If the Glaucous-winged gull Is not 
the civic bird of Victoria, he should 
be. The gulls, have the freedom of 
the city at any rate, ifnd they take 
their welcome for granted; indeed, 
their manner suggests the citizen 
rather than the visitor. With what 
a leisurely and proprietory air do 
they wander about the lawns of the 
Parliament Buildings, oblivious of 
‘the ’"keep off the gra$S" signv. The 
Empress Hotel also has their digni¬ 
fied approval. In occupying the win¬ 
dow ledges of the best suite* they 
take no heed of summer or winter 
rates. A visitor from the boat, before 
running the gauntlet of taxi drivers, 
is greeted with bright-eyed welcome 
by the regiment on the Canadian 
Pacific freight sheds. These gulls 
have \niade their daily pilgrimage 
acroswlhe Straits in graceful atten¬ 
dances on the steamer and are rest- 
inglJafter the long flight.

A survey has been 
made of the cargo In the ship’s holds, 
and all freight below decks has been 
found intact and in the best of shape. 
In spite of the terrible wreckage 
caused by the huge seu to the ship’s 
superstructure, absolutely no water 
found Its way into the holds.

The ship** cargo will probably l>e 
loaded into another vessel, perhaps 
the new freighter Cathy, recently 
purchased with four other boats by 
the Robert Dollar Company, and sent 
on to its destination.

Freighter Cathay Will Be First 
of Boats to Go North on 
Berth For Orient 


Steamship 
Prince Rupert 


CAPT. RIDLEY IMPROVING. 


The freighter Cathay, one of the 
four, steamships purchased by the 
Robert Dollar Company from the 
United States Shipping Board, is due 
at Vancouver next week to load for 1 
the Orie.tH. The plates that went into 
her bull construction passed through 
Vancouver towards the close of the 
war, bound for Shanghai shipyards. 
The Cathay was launched in 1921. 
The four vessels purchased by the 
Robert Dollar Company are the Cel¬ 
estial, 4.351 tons net: Mandarin. 
4,351 tons: Oriental, 4 319 tons, and 
Cathay, 4.321 tons. All were built at 
Shanghai by the Klangnun Drydock 
&'Engineering Company. The Cathay 
was the last freighter constructed 
under the Shipping Board pro¬ 
gramme. The Oriental, the third to 
be delivered at San Francisco, has 
not been accepted as yet, pending 
engine repairs. The Cathay. Oriental 
and Mandarin are at Han Francisco, 
never having made a trip with cargo, 
while the Celestial is tied up at Nor¬ 
folk. after one voyage to Europe. 

The exact terms of the sale have 
not been made public, but It is stated 
that the vessels were sold for not 
less than $300,000. They are of the 
10,500-ton deadweight class, and the 
price per ton is believed to be In the 
■neighborhood of $30. 

It is the intention of tile company 
to place three of the steamships in 
the** regular traps-Pacin g servic e, 
from Run Francisco and Vancouver 
to the Orient, and the fourth, prob¬ 
ably the Celestial, In the ’round-the- 
world run.

Must Prevent Shortage. 

The Mayor emphasized that the 
city must make revenue meet ex¬ 
penditure this year in order that it 
might find a favorable market when 
It attempted to float $3,500,000 in 
bonds next yrtar to re-fund sinking 
fund deficiencies.

Local prices in tea are showing a 
deciiled tendency toward a higher 
figure, it was announced by a lead¬ 
ing tea specialist when talking of the 
situation to The Times to-day. 

During the war there was a big de¬ 
mand for tea and owing to this en¬ 
ormous and perhaps extravagant de¬ 
mand tho tea plantations were re¬ 
quired to pluck every leaf off the 
plunt. This proved detrimental to 
the growth and has consequently pro¬ 
duced an advance in the price, al¬ 
though figures are surprisingly low 
for the condition of the output. At 
present the duty stands in Canada at 
ten cents, while in markets in Great 
Britain the duty is one shilling apd 
six pence. 

This year, perfection of the planta¬ 
tions will re-commence, and to bring 
them back to normal and the old 
standard every third leaf will be 
picked in tho place of every leaf. 
This wfill eventually bring the stock 
back to pre-war condition. It was 
said. This would lead to the belief 
that a period of very high prices in 
tea might be expected. Taking into 
consideration the large percentage of 
decrease in tea exports from Ceylon, 
due to the restrictions on production 
by estate owners one can readily see 
why the advance has been mude on 
the Calcutta market. Indian teas are 
also showing rapid strides. 

A decrease of 2.500,000 pounds Is 
shown in the import of Ceylon tea 
into Canada and Newfoundland the 
total decrease In tea exports Dom 
Ceylon In the first nine months of 
1921 being 28,000.000 pounds. 

Taking consideration of the fact 
that the demand for Ceylon teas is 
exceptionally heavy, owing to all sur¬ 
plus stock having been absorbed in 
the past few months, a net increase 
in the primary markets could be ex¬ 
pected. he said. The cost to-day of 
Ceylon tea Is one rupee. In compari¬ 
son with the cost of 48 cents in Jan¬ 
uary. 1920. During the last forty 
days Indian teas have shown an ad¬ 
vance of four cents. The auction 
.sales which will be held next month 
will pretty well clean up the Calcutta 
market, while the very large shortage 
of Indian teas will most likely have 
its effect on Indian tea quotations. *
